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EDITORIAL 


I want to rsiteratc that it lias always been the policy of UFO AFRINEWS 
to report on Afncan UFOs and coiranent on what is gomg on in Africa. We 
did introduce a heading, OUT OF AFRICÁ, becausc so many of our readers 
were unaware of important, intemational IJFO cases. not liaving aceess to 
tiiis material in books and magazines. 

This particular issue. N ° 17, especially in íhe Editorial, does discnss UFOs 
on an intemationai basis, but only because your Editor attended the SOth 
Anniversarv of Modern UFOs MUFON Symposium m Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. USA. 

I retumed m mid-Octobcr 1997 from a 3 Vi month visií to a tot of places in 
the United Staies. Canada. Great Britam and Israel. Ií was a wonderfiil trip 
and although it wasn’t all UFO-orieutated, 1 certainly learned a lot about 
what ìs going on in thc LfFO world 

At the MUFON Confercnce already mentioned, I fclt the concentration on 
the alleged Rosweil 1947 crash a little too overwhclming. After all, it 
wasn't as thougli the crowd attending were unfamiliar with the vvhole 
Rosweti issue. í always enjoy Stanton Fríedman's lectures and tooked 
forward to his rational and interesting assessmcnt of the UFO scene. but 
vvas a bit disappointed when it focussed on Roswell. I tlùnk ìt’s time the 
USA moved away from that, although the vanous altematives offered by Ihe 
US governmcnt on what actually happcned in Rosweìl, are becoming a bit 
of ajoke (See Rosweil Crash in íhis íssue). Of course, thcre is no doubt of 
Stanton’s nnportant contribuiion to the uncoveiTng of what really happcned 
at Roswelt. Lf it hadn't been for his probing and intensive research, we 
might never liave known tìiat something realty momentous had taken place 
thcre. Aiso, whatever he researches, he rcports on honestly: what is for and 
agairsst that particular report. not a complete denigration nor an inflcxible 
stand. Hc intenicwed nearíy all the witncsses and rcports what they said. 
He mígjit be criticai but in eftect, hc gives them a fair trial, untike some of 
the Roswell stories 1 have read

walked to meet him, bu< sloppcd about three metres away, Tbe man camc 
and shook Udo's hand. He was nice-looking and uore grey covcralls, with 
moccasins on his fecl and a sort of bcrct on Ins head. 

Hetoíd Udohe wanted some water and would Udo niind if they took soomc? 
Udo said, ‘Sure’. and a hose came down from thc cralì into tlie ditch. Udo 
wem into the craft with the man. It had indirect 1 ighting a nd the slid ing door 
closed so that no edges could be seen. Udo notìced that the people on board 
all had snowy white hair. Although he thought they werc young and strong 
looking, they told himthcy were 600 years and 900 years okl in you r timc' 
They also knew 500 ianguages. Thcy ihought our water was good' and 
apparently extracted hydrogen from it for fuel. 

Warreu's report carries a fidl description of hovv tiie eraft operates. This is 
contained in the MUFON 1997 Symposium Proceedings (Pnce: US$30 
from MUFON, 103 Gldtowne Rd, Seguin. Tcxas, 78155-4099, USA) 

The man also made an mterestmg observation — sometliing whieh I fmd 
difScult to accept. He said tliat 'tiiey' mingíe vvith us, gathcr mfbrmation 
and give hclp when needed. 

When Udo asked if they knevs of Jesus Christ and about religion, thc man 
said, Ave would Uke to speak of tbese things but are unable. We cannot 
inteifere in any wav.' When Udo íínally left. the man saìd to hirn: ‘Tcll no- 
one, as no-one would believc you; bul in years to comc, vdu can tcll of your 
cxpcncncc.' 

Udo dìed, aged 89 years, in 1991. 


To me, thìs was one ofllic most fascrnatmg cases at íhe Syinposium It had 
not been pubiicized before and one can only hope that Warren will write a 
book about this case, as 1 wsti certainly be one of the first purchasers. 

Professor Davàd Jacobs' name is almost a household vvord inthe States a®d 
his book SECRET LIFE was a best-seller when it was pubíishcd in 1992. 
He is a htstory Professor at Ternple University in Philadelphia and in his 
talk he said how hc bccamc mtcrcstcd in UFOs when he was only 23 years 
old. I think over the years he was a criticaS believer; noí toíally convinced, 
vet not a. disbeliever eitiicr. But hc seemed to be revived by thc abduction 
syndromc and uses hvpnosis extensively on witnesses, believing that tbis is 
reveating a whole new bali game. What do these entities want from its. 
David asks, and his answers are not always paíatable. He believes it is a 
totally seìfísh need; and as Budd Hopkins asked, ‘What are thcy doing to 
us?’ David echoes hrs words, They are coming to us because thev need us, 
not tbr our benefit nor for bcmgn purposes alone. 

David wants our metliodology to bc more controlled and organised. Oe 
feeis a lot of New Age material ìnvading UFO researcb to be detrimental iu 
the eyes of the academics and while I concur to a large degree. I also feel we 
cannot ígnorc the strange, bizarre and almost paranormal conienl of some 
of thc cases. David also rcgrcts the lack of dctiication írorn the more 
youthful scientists and I agree wholeheartedly. If he teels it is bad m the 
USA, then he would tear his hair out (of which he has his fair share!) in 
Africa! 

1 havc known Aníonio Huneeus for a number of years and his talks have 
aíwaysbeen iníeresting and filled with new facts and ftgures. This time was 
no exception. Antosiio has been working with UFOs in China, Japan and 
Korea and although reports have been uncovered datmg back to earliest 
times, it is onlv now through Antonìo's delvmg that they' are being brought 
to the attention of other countries. 

Mostly, flymg discs acting in the usual way are seen. but there is no 
evidence of abductions in thc vvay of USA abductees and J íhink wìth UFOs, 
it is a question of rccognition of thc syndrome by the pcoplc. If thev do not 
kuow what they are seeing, how can they dcscribe what is happening? 
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Dan Wright, Abductìon Project Manager for MIJFON, has been studying 
254abductìon cases in the USA He has comc up wiih more, il'not most, 
ofthe UFO syndrome that is discusscd m this issuc ofour magazine under 
the heading, ‘UFO Effeets.’ He taiks about the short, grcvish-skinned 
entities who approach the abductec, invadc the abduclcc’s homc, use 
paralysis on the victìm and then takc the victim to thcir craft Hcrc, the 
abductee encounters the ‘doctor 5 tvpe, taller than the othcrs. wcaring a 
covcrail or lab coat. often with an insigrria. Thc victim is attendcd by a 
"fernalc recognised by “her' features, not her bodv siiape. 

In 103 of Dan's cases the victim recognised someone from a previous 
encounter: eitherthe ‘Gre>’’ t>pe or the 'Nordic’ bemgs. Brrt thcre are also 
reptìian-like entitics with scaly skin. Thc operations that then takc place 
are removal of ova (cggs) from thc female, oftcn bv the insertion of an 
instrument wìrich seems to pcrtorm tlris operation. Wìth the men, it is thc 
taking ofspenn, often embarrassìng and stressftil to the person concemed. 
Thc vvomen also reportcd. on occasion. the removai of a small foetus - in 
onc ortwo mstances referred to as like 3 sea-horse’ which, m fact. is how 
the eariy foetus appears. Dan’s anai\'Sis involves many iactors ofthe UFO 
syndrome. I ike foetuses in sce-through cviinders, and the foctus i n iiqnid and 
hooked np to a machine. Sometimcs ìt is difBcult fbr the femaic wìtíiess to 
íook, as she feels it is her baby. Tìiere is a nursery arca shown to somc 
abductccs wherc smalJ humanoid children are gathcrcd. 

What is the purpose of all this? Is it aíl a mentai hologram for some 
unknown purpose; a dìsturbance of our minds inexpiicable at this pomt in 
time; or a reality which we are gradually being ied to accept? 

I have bareiy touched on aii the papers which were prcsented at the 
Conference, but nearlv all had important and significant UFO factors to 
convey. andthcy wereclcar andunquestionably, deeptv researclied I would 
ìike to discuss more of the speakers’ work and might do tiiis in the nc\t issuc 
(N°18, inJuly 1998). 

Ail the talks vvere of the utmost importance and shouid tu il lic ignorcd.

Stuart is not sure of the day. but he wii l try and ftnd if hc can set it a bìt 
closer to wftcn it actuaíly liappcncd. He knows the event occurred beívveen 
1987 and 1988. 1 Stuart is a primarv'school teacher and is now about 35/36 
years oid, bom in 1961, so he vvas 25 or 26 years oid at thc time of the 
cvent. 

Stuart says: ‘I was coming from the Gcneral Hospital in Mutare, walking 
dowu Pasture Avenue, Hospital Hiíí, towards Florida. Itwas around 19:00- 
19:30 hours. On thc way I had to take a short eut through an open area 
where horses are kepí Bcfore 1 got to the path that lcads to their tìeld, I 
saw this ‘thing’. It was about ! 00 mctres up in the air, a bluish-grcv, with 
a rugby baìí shapc with spikcs on the sides Whcn í looked at ií,! could not 
spcak or move. Thc whole area seemed to be silent; it was quite ifightening. 
lliere was a little gìrl playing on the verandah of a houser, on this road. I 
called out to her, saving : Look, a UFO ’ ì was shouting but she did not 
respond. For the past few years affer this event. I kepí on telling mysclí, I 
must get to the house where she was and ftnd out if this girl had a hearing 
problem, but i seemed ahvays to tbrgct or somethmg else came my wav. I 
am even surprised that I am wri.ting tlìis letter. .Anyway, I began to run with 
much efíbrt and it secmcd to be in síow motion. 3 The object just hovered 

We have now received a ieìter from Stuart, who has 
thought aboutthe date and says it was 1988, either at 
the end of September or mid-Gctober. He based this on 
the fact that hís brother was in Grade 68 at the time. 

2 Stuart is abie to ídentify the house where ihe giri was 
playing and has given us the address and Sie name of 
the people livifig íhere. They are stHI the same people 
who were there in 1988, and we are busy foilowing this 
up now. 

3 When we wrote to Stuart, we asked if he had felt 
paraiyzed aí this juncture. In his reply, he says: “I couid

almost above me. I ran to thc field where llie hotses were aiid I slopped 
again. The horses did tiot move at all: * they just stmxi there with thcir 
heads up. This object was making a very high-pitclied tioise. a sort of 
vinding sound. 5 

There were green, blue and a sort of orangey-rcd lights around il which 
were flashmg. È 

í scemed to be stuck to thc giound for a long time. Then tiierc was silence 
again. i seemed to be out of myself and it was very’ frightening. 


not move for a whiie and when I díd, ií was ìn siow 
motion, yet the sìrídes I tooK were abnormaìiy íong and 
swift and smooth. Strangeiy enough,. I have had severa! 
dreams about myseif fioating across this area. You 
know, ftoating sometimes on my stomach; sometìmes 
crouched and as though I am saiiing across the field, 
When I wake up I feel as if i reaSly did fioat. The feeiing 
is so strong attimes, and quite frightening. There always 
seemsto be total silence, yet a distant humí" 

“The horses did not rnove and ií seemed this was for a 
iong time; in fact, it seemed as though this was forever. 
Afìerthe object had gone. the horsesran in ail directions. 
i couid aiso feel myseif running and sweatíng. It was a 
very strange feeiing.” 

Stuart says the hígh-pítched humming sound was iike an 
elecric generator or motor, buí aimost silent (dìfficult for 
him to explasn). He feit as though the sound emanated 
from within himseif, ínstead of from outside. 

“The colours were quite strange Thoy snomed like 
faked colours, shining and caplivatiny, nupoaally the 
blue, orangey-red and greitui * 


The sílcnce was broken agaìn and the winding high-pitched sound started. 
That is when 1 was ab!c to move and I ran across the fièld. This is a po!o- 
cross field. The horses also began to run around wildly. 7 

I ran and ran; the object flew higher up and shoí aeross the sky. I stopped 
and watched it. lí. went straight to thc west, towards the Fcruka OiJ 
Refinery s 

! arrived home sweatmg and banged aí the door. I called my wife and 
children and my young brother who vvas about 12 years old at the time. 
Thcy thought í was going mad. í pointed m the direction of whcre the 
object had gonc buí just the iights could be seen flashmg in thc distance. 9 

I told my wite what had happened and she beíieved me and so did my work 
matcs. Tbe next aftemoon I phoned the locai ncwspaper, the Manìca Post. 
and tìiey thought it was a hoax, I told many friends who thought í was 
joking. 

Ai that íime 1 piayed basketbail and did weight lifting. I was quite fit and 
did not consume alcohol. Strangely enough, I never w'ent to the site again 
tbr about six years. What stoppcd me, 1 cannot say. After seeing tliis 
object. í drew it and showed it to many friends, but they slill thuugbt i was 
joking. It all worried me very much 


Stuart comments that the horses are usualíy put ín theìr 
stables at about 17:00 hours, but on this níght they were 
sfiil thereaí 19:30 hours, 

The craft moved beiween a 45°and 90°angle as itwent 
higher and hígher and then ju$t disappeared. 

1 seemed to be in the polo-cross fieid for hours, yet 
wheni arrivedhome, itwasabout 19;45or20:15. ítwas 
as though i had only been gone 45 to 50 minutes. But 
for the tíme í spent watching this object, itseemed a long 
time.”

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I sltared the event with my family and frjends, bnt nothing seríons was 
discussed. Strange things began to happen. I eoiiid foretell different 
happcnings, even dcath and accidents. 1 kept this only between myseif and 
mywife, as shc knew vvhat I was goíng through. 

T began to drink and stiil do so. í aìso bccame hìghiy scxuaiiy active, and 
it is a probiern for me. But the strangest thing is that in i 988,1 dcveloped 
a fimgus in my ear, vvhich i stìli have to tliis day. 1 have been to the ear 
specialist and have tried ali medicincs atsd evcn some horae rcmcdies, but 
with little success. UTien sonietbtng bad is going to happen, my ears itch. 

I can feel it and sometimcs hear ra>’ ears squeak This fongus seejns aiive. 

I tell you, í havc gone through aii sorts of medicatioii right until novv. I 
gave up going to the docíor. On thc 16 th Juív. 1997,1 tried a ioca! product 
(Bcíadinc ointmení) but I noticcd a hard whitc fluid comc ouí of my ears 
ìike silicon. or glue. lu 

'Strangeiy enough this itch made me leave many placcs vvhen fìghts startsd, 
ouiy to find a fìiend vvas stabbed or beaten up. This has happened so manv 
times. Tfcis ycar (1997) my ears itched badly agaiii during February and 
March and J toid my vvite that there was going to be a death, For surc, a 
cousin ofminc was killed in Harare. His head vvas crushed in an accident 
and auother two peopíe disd of naturai causcs. 1 couìd see or feei ail of 
them, even vvhen my father passed away in 1993.1 knew it, I feít it! 

‘In 1995, 1 secmed to have a heart problenp so ray doctor scnt me for an 
ECG and X-rays. My heart was, and is. O.K. but the doctor vvas shocked 
to fmd i had a rib removcd on my left side. At fìrst he said to me, ‘Have

you had an accìdeut rcccntly?" I told hím I had not. That is when I asked 
Why?’ He then íoid me f had a rib vvhich had been cicanly cut off at the 
spine. 1 have had X-rays before but there was no such problem. 
Unfortunateiy, I carjiot find the old X-rays, they scem to have disappeared 
from the cupboard where I kepl tliem. although I don’t knovv wlicn that 
could have happened. 

'The doctor said, perhaps I was bom lìke that, but I denied it as it vvouid 
have shown up before He aiso said that if I had been bom likc that. the 
othsr nbs would have grown slightiy crooked to cover the area of thc 
missing rib. !! But lie affinned that aíi the other ribs were normai. 

'I want to find out if something reaily happencd to mc on that day, or are 
they just coincidenccs? it has worried me very mucb for a long time. Now : 
ìt is the 17* of Julv, 1997 and vvhiie my ciass is vvorking at an English tcst, 
T finaliy decided to vvnte this lettcr and tcli you my storv*. My ears stilí itch 
and i am stili without one rib on my left hand side 

T am a strong believer in thc Christian faith and read my Bibte and pray 
reguiariv. After I saw this object I drew it on ihe board at schooi, also on 
tlie ground ío demonstrate to friends,! put ìt down on papcr, where-ever I 
had thc chance to record it And i am novv dravving it for you. Fortunately, 
I soon forgot about the ineident until now when I felt I needed to talk about 
it. 

One othcr point I want to make is tíiat íhe flashing lights seemed to dravv 
in or go off slowly (not jusí on and off) but on, then half on, then one 


Stuart says: ‘The missing rib has me baffled. My doctor 
thought I had had an accident some time before, but 
nothing as far as i was concerned. There are no scars; 
the rib just went missing, Or perhaps I was born like this. 
i reaily don't know, yet I would like to find out I do have 
the X-ray showing a missing rib and I could arrange for 
you to taik to my doctor about this. He seems quite 
baffled, but I did noì tell hím about my UFO experience.” 
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quarícr on, and thm on again. Thc coiotjrs of tlie tiglils 1 remcraber vvere 
not the normaì bIue T orange. rcd. green, Thcy seerned far-away colours. 
diffícult to explain. 

T havethis fear ofíhe whole incident over me all thc time. I just don'tknow

Youwould onty be buying UFO ÀFRINEWS ìfyou are mterested in LtFOs: 
where do they come froiu what are thej', and who are they? 

We cannot, of coursc. supply answers to íhese questions. because if vve 
coutd, the UFO Syndronie wouíd be solved. Buí vve címtell you something 
about them because througb investigatìons over a period of 20 vears. vve 
have leamt what effects are experienced by the hundreds of witnesses we 
have interviewed. 

There is an excellent scientific paper produced by James McCampbeiL 
EfFects of UFOs Upon Feupie, which can be obtained directíy from hiin at 
12 Bryce Coust. Belmoní, CA 94002, USA. Hc is also the author of thc 
book UFOLOGY but we tlnnk. íhe lattcr ís now out of print. 

While perhaps duplicating some of his ‘eflsctsỳ this compilation has been 
done by investigators ìn Zimbabwe and takcn onJy firom those effects which 
have occurred in cases handled by us. 

1. Sounds 

Very often no sound is heard at ali ln faet, witncsses have remarked on the 
absolute silence tliat seems to sunound UFOs during the period of their 
sighting. 

There is aìso reference to a hum at ìnte.rmittent intervals, or at steady 
inícrvals, or a buzzing Jike bees (see Danie van Graan’s sighting in the book 
UFOs-AFRÍCÀN ENCOUNTERS, pp 1-20). 

A recent witness (tlie Stuart case in thís issue) spoke of 'a soft engine 
sound’ like a transformer, as díd Bruce (Case N°29, in issues 4 and 7 of 
UFO AFRÍNEWS) Tliere was aiso a sound in the Transfotmer Case 
reporied in UFO AFRINEWS N c, i2 Rarelv, though, is the sound other 
tlian gentie, and mostly bareíy perceptible. 
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McCampbetl also mcntions ‘a rush of wind' and strangctv enough, this is 
something tliat has croppcd up in several cases ! have investigatcd. In the 
Ariel Schoo! case (TJFO AFRÍNEWS Nos. II and 12). a fcvv ofthe chiidren 
toid me of this wrind that occurrcd soon aftcr the craft landed. a strong. 
sharp blast of vvrind. 

Thc ‘clìckíng sound’ is also prevaient in many cases. With Lloyd (Case 
122, in issue 15) it was cíear, consistent and contmued at an even tevel 
for several minutes. With Danie van Graan m Loxton. it occurrcd on!y 
once, when thc occupants of the craft hit him vvith a ray or bcam ofhght. 
In Casc N s 50 reported in AFRINEWS Nos. 8 and 10, Fhyllis and Diane 
heard it inside the car before their abduetion hegan 

Albert Budden (AFRINEWS N “ ! 0, p. 3!) poirited out that thc Page Erfect 
inthebook ‘The Handbook of Magnetíc Phenomena' bv Burke, suggests 
tharthis sound moves ns into an aítered state oi' consciousness. While I 
accept that the ‘click' sound does occur, for the obviotis reason that it often 
happcns after the witness is involved with the UFO sightmg. one has to 
thmk about ií caretully; not mercly accepting it at tàce value 


2, Stnells 

Various smeíls are also associatcd with the presence of UFOs ín the recent 
Varginha case in Brasil, the actual creatures seen produced a sme!l of‘dead 
or rotting flesh This is not somethmg 1 have comc across before. But 1 
am aware of an ozone smell m severa! African cases. one on a Marondera 
(Zimbabwe) fanrn where thc foreman demonstratcd this by rubbing two 
stoncs together. 

ln another case near Rusapc, a!so in Zimbabwe, tlie woman witness couid 
smell something strongly remintscent of 'Durban harbour' in South Africa. 

Whcn 1 contacted thc Port Captain about tìiis, he suggested the Ivpica! sea 
harbourmixturcof oiL tar and sea water, which certainly w'ouíd not pertain 
to the tnland Rusape area. 


3. The Àiiens 

Whilst I am reluctant to speculatc on the subject of the 'aliens’ thcmselves, 
they are divided into two main caíegories by most UFO-followcrs First, 
there are ‘íhe Grcys’: smalí, one-nietrc high people with large slanting eyes, 
two nostrils vvith no real nosc protmberance, and a smaíl sìit for a mouth. 
They wear one-pìece suits in a wide vancty of colours and communicate 
mostlv by telepathy (See the Ariel School sighting, UFO AFRINEWS 
N" 1!, Casc N °96). 1 ani not sure how the ‘Grcys’ name arose, exceptthat 
their skin is neither black nor white; it is more of an in-betw i een colour, í.e. 
a pale facc, vvrinkìed skm. etc An exceíicnt analysis ofthe possible reason 
for this was givsn ìn our first issue of UFO .4FRINEWS by Maria Sullivan, 
in 'The Ahens - À Spccuiation as to their Ongins’. 

The large head is also out of proportion in relation to tlie body, often 
compared to a fooíball shape and not uidike the head of a 5-month old 
foetus in reíation to its body. Tliese entities seem to !ack human cmotìons 
such as compassion, sadness. or a show of pieasure and happiness. They 
rcact wíth surprìse to cries of pain but are reassuring in thcir tone and ofìen 
use pressure on thc forchcad or other parts of the body to immediately ease 
the pain. lliis vvas totd bv abducíees Pìiviiis and Dìane (UFO AFRINEWS 
N° 10). 

They often appear frightcning and ugly, but on other occasions are seen as 
attractive and sometimcs quite beautiful. 

Tlie other most common entities encountered are The Nordics’. These are 
very similar to ítomo sapíens and I suspcct that they are actually humans 
recruited at some stage to the aliens' cause. They are usuaiiy talL around 
L8 metres and above. have blonde or white hair, are attractive in looks and 
are often, one suspects. íhc ieaders or superìors of the ‘Greys’. 

In the Elizabeth Klarer case in the Drakensberg, South Africa, sne 
encoimtcred thc Nordics, altìiough she did speak of humanoids vvho were 
also dark in colouriog.

ít ìs a common factor that when approached by thc 'aliens\ tlie witncss 
often feeís paralysed and is unabíe to move. There is a weightmess about 
this feeling, as though those invoived are heíng held down and aíthough 
aware of what it happening, thcy can do nolhing about it. This is amply 
iliustrated by Case N s 133 in this issue, invoivíiig Sttiart. 

ínthe Machcke casc of 1973. the witness. iohn Ciark. came out ofhishouse 
to feteh somc fish and ehips fiom a store across the road. On his way out, 
hc saw a bright ligíit in tlie trees which ton ercd above his house. Thc ncxt 
tlnng he was aware of was being hit by a bcam of iigiit which threw iiim to 
the ground and hcld him there, totaliv parafyzed When he was abls to 
snovc, hc crawled baci to his house and found that tiie roaring fíre he had 
lit in the grate was now merely cold cìnders, showing tiiat hc- had been 
outside (or inside the craft?) for severai hours. 

In the La Rochelle case, written up in ATRÍNEWS N°2 and tn various 
other pubhcations, Clifford Muchena was strnck to thc ground when the 
threebeings in siivcr suits tumed to fecc him, and could only move whcn hc 
re-aììsed íhatthey and the fireball they had been watching had disappearod

Danie van Graan from Loxton in the Karoo. SoutJi Africa, whosc 
expcricnce has been widciy documented in the book UTOs-AFRICAN 
ENCOUNTERS, obviously camc too close to the crait he saw in his sheep 
kraal on the 3T £ July, 1975. When the four entities ínside thc craft spotted 
him as he came within five metres of them. they hit him with a beam of light 
which made hinr fecl extremelv' ill. 

Ì fdt asthough I was drowmngy he said. Hc trted to move out of the beam 
and when he eventually did, he fclt nauseous and his nose bied. On January 
4 ,h 1981 he diecL riddied with eancer. 

This is thc only case in Afnca m which I have been involved where such a 
deíeterious cffect has occurred. but there are several on a world-wide scaie. 
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My advicc is: never approach an untarown craft, however eurious you niay 
be. Stay where you arc and let them comc to you!

One of the líarliest Recorded UFO Cases Casc N° 134 
Johannesburg, South Africa, 1946 

Quite recentìy \ve were sení a copv of anearly Johannesburg casc published 
inthe FLYiNG SAUCER REVIEW of May 24*, 1979. andre-prmted here 
witli acknowledgement to its Euitor, Gordon Creighton. The report vvas 
made bv Joim Judge, who Imd actualiy intervnewed one witness. Vida 
Goldsworthy, the elder of rvvo sisters 

Just bcfote World War II, the youngcr sister (first name not gìven) moved 
ío South Africa and married a South African by tbe name of Naudwin [ I 
have a fceimg tiiis is a distortion of an Afrikaans name which w'e are trying 
to check outj. Mrs Naudwin then invited her sister to join her for a 3-month 
visit and Vída actually came out in May of 1939. She staved longer than 
anticipated and was caught in South Africa by the outbreak of war. She 
obtained a job with the govemmcnt and as Mr Naudwin had bv then joined 
the South Afrícan Forces. the tw o sisters inoved into a fiat in Delvers Street, 
Johannesburg [Thc rcport in FSR says that Mr Naudw'in was ‘draftcd' into 
the S.Afiican Amiy, but as far as I know, tbere vvas no conscription at that 
time: they were all volunteers, Ed] 

Dclvcrs Street then was an area of iiigh-rise buildings, mostìy bìocks of 
flats Here the sistcrs lived for sevcn years, imtil Mr Naudvvin came out of 
the Army 

The UFQ contact musí havc happened in 1946 as it was shortiy before Mr 
Naudwin's demobilization, and it was during tíie summer months, i.e. 
Januar\ ; — April of 1946 It was a warm, still night at about 12:15 a.m. 
and many stars were vísible, Vida and hcr sister bad been to the locai 
cinema and on their return decidcd to take their dog for a walk. 
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Dchind their building there was a stretch of waste grourtd where a house had 
bceii dcmolisiicd. Tliey let the dog ofF its leash and it ran to tlns gromid 
whilc thev stood on the pavement, chatting about íhe fihn. 

Snddenly, there was a loud thud as though somethmg had hrt the ground. 
Thev thought maybe someone had thrown a stone at theír dog. and Ìooked 
around. Mrs Naudwiri saw an object hovering over the Langham Hotd 
imrticd 'Langum 7 in the FSR report. in actuai fact this was known as the 
Luthics Langham Hotel — see Map.) The object was about 50ft up and 5ft 
above the hotel. Both women were mystified as they had ncver seen 
anvthing likc it before, but they assumed it was some mílitary device and 
vvere not alarmed. 

The object was sbout 200 yards (180m) from the women, hovcring partly 
over thc hotel and partly ovcr thc roadway. It was basicaiíy rounded, like 
a saucer. with a round ball in the eentre. with the ball part spíìt in tvvo by 
the saucer Thetwo women could see this all very clearlv. It was totallv 
silent, just hovcring. The sízc was about 25—30ft in diametcr and about 
15ft higii The rim was a browmsh colour while the centre was wlnte and 
the haft a hright goiden colour. Ás the women tiioughì ít a military devicc. 
they soon íosi mtcresí. but were smpnsed to find their dog sittmg at their 
feet, verv caimly. At this poìni they Heard a ‘clicking’ sourd and 
unmediately after, the centrai ball began to drop through tbe saueer shape 
Eeavìng a gap, and when it was level with íhe hotel roofi ìt stopped. There 
was no visible hoie through which íhe sphere could have passed. ‘lTic 
underside of the saucer could be clearly secn as the object ìtself seemed to 
be tiíted slightiv away from the witnesses. 

The bail remained intliis dctached posìtion for a fcw scconds and then there 
was another loud click’. The baíl then moved through the saucer again and 
finaliy detached itseif above the saucer. it was novv about 8 or 9 íeet above 
the objcct and the women couid see that the sphere was supporlod by two 
dark pillars. Thesc pillars gave oft no iight although therc was an 
impressicaiofmetal; but Vida ciearly recailed seeing ihe sk> between them. 

At this stage. the witnesscs vvere aware that the object was rotating ín an 
anti-clockwise dircction. It retained thìs shape until it disappeared firom 
view, floating off behind thc hotel in a period òf about two minutes. 


nie women now realised they were watching something cxtraordinary. 
aíthough they stifi thought it was a military vehicle. When the baiì raiscd 
itself above tbe main body, the women saw two figures. These had 
apparentlv cntered tiie gap beiow the sphere dunng its passage upwards. 
ITie figures were human in appearance and seemed quite ordinary. They 
looked exactly aìíke, appeared to be about 7fì taft and were fair 
complexioned, Ìike Scandinavians. Their hair was short, fiur and wavv and 
Vida spokc of them as bemg ‘very good-iooking.' 

The figurcs wore ail-white uníforms gathered at the waist by a browmsh 
bcít, possibly with a buckie. Vida could see two pockets at chest level, one 
on either side, with píeats down the side. She also fclt there might have 
been a iine of buttons down thc middie of the tijmc top. Both tunics had 
stiff stand-up coftars. The iegs were obscured as were the arrus which 
seemed to be heid behmd their backs. Thc witnesses feít the beings vvere 
standing on a raísed surfàce. leaning against a rail of some kind. Tliey had 
the distinct impression of bcmg watched, aithough the beings never moved. 

The tvvo women discussed thc cvent between them but never told anvone 
else, not even Naudw in when hc retumed home, firmiy beiieving it to be a 
secret miiitary craft 

In 1950 Vida returned to Bntain and Ìived in Kent wftere she was 
intemewed by John Judge m 1979, at the age of 78. 

Judge was unable to trace Vida s sister, Mrs Naudwin, and I doubt that he 
ever made contact with Iier. Apparently she had moved and Vida did not 
have her address. I find this strange, as the sisters had been close. 

Fhe story oniy emerged when Vida Goldsworthv — who never niarried — 
read a series on UFOs in the Daìly Express and told her story. Judge said 
she had no knowledge of UFOs and no vvish for her story to be published on 
a w idc scaJe 

Judge rcmarks in the report tíiat the women’s attention was drawn to the 
UFO by íhe loud thud and the 'ciickmg’ noise. He says, quoting Ted 
Bloechcr (an American whom I know weli and who uscd to be very active 
in Ufology but withdrew some vears agol, tJhat these events seem to be 
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'stage managetf and tlie sounds would thereíbre draw the womeíVs attcntion 
to tlie hovering craft. Budd Hopkins, aiso a good fnend, would concur with 
this view. pa rticulariy with regard to his Linda Cortiie case. so brilliantl} 
docuinented ài his book WTIINíESSED. 

It TAould be pointlcss to try and fínd Mrs Naudwin. if that is her correct 
rtaine. as she would now be 90 years old 3 but shc certainly could have had 
childrcn and migjht very well havc told them her stoiy\ Bccause we arc 
mvcstigators aad have severat excellent helpers in various paits of South 
Afnca, wc will íry and fínd her progeny, if any ? and perhaps get a differení 
síant on this stor\\ I cannet beiieve that Vída Goldsworthy at 96 is stiil 
aíivc but ìn any casc. we already know her storv 

The important factor here is that we have been abie to correct some of the 
original evidence, Luthjes Langharn Hotcl was on the comcr of Kerk and 
Von Wieliigh Strcets, and Delvers Strcet — not Dalver Street — nnis at 
ríght augles to Kerk Slreet and not as shown m thc orjgínal map. If thc flat 
was where Vida marked it ? tiicn it was m Pritchard Street, buí í think it was 
probably Janclea Mansions, on Delvcrs Street. 

Mrs E J Bevan of the Greater Johannesburg Library Services, kindly 
provided us vvith a map of Johannesburg pubhshed in 1948. before the post- 
war buìláíng boom begam so we are quítc sure that thís is accurate for 1946 
as wc!L

DU TOIT’S KLOOF CASE Case N" 7

ín June 1989 and May 1990, we rcporíed on a UFO event whicli took place 

in Du Toit’s Kloof, South Africa. ^ 

The basic story is of Hcnry, aJi engineer working in Paarl, near Cape Town. 

His wife's small French-produced car had a rundown battcry. Hemy 

worked on the car fbr some time, then drove to the top of du Toit’s KJoof 

Pass to recharge the battery It was a clear, moonlit íiight and before 

driving back, he sat for a few imnutes, when he was approached by a man 

feom out ofthe shadows ofthc peak opposite to where he was parked. The 

man seemed distressed and asked for water. Henry pomted out that thcre 

was a sinall stream nearby and drove thc man thcre. Thc man had no 

eontainer but Henry had an oil cait which thev nnsed out wsth sand and 

water, hefore filling it. Hc then took the man back to whcre he had first 

scen him. The nian pointcd towards the darkness under the peak and Henrv 

drove there. Once his eves became accnstomed to the darkness. he saw a 

strange discoid object, about. 10-15 metrcs in diameter and about four 

metres tall. Henr\ ; saw a lighted openìng and a íadder under the craft. Thc 

man invited him in and although afraid, Henry went inside Thc room was 

circuiar and at the far endthere was one man lying on the seat which ran ali 

round the craft, with three others siandmg over him All ofthem were about 

1,5 metrcs tall hut could stand upright In the middie of the room Henry ) 

savv two rows of tour ievers each, protmding from the interior of the floor 

He could see two rectangular síits through which the Ìevers protruded. 

When Hetny’s passengcr caine back to him, having delivered the water, he 
askcd Henry if there was anything he wanted to know. Henry askcd how the 
craft functioned and where the engines vvcre. Tíie man said they did not use 
engines. Pointing to the levers. he said that by means of those, gravity was 
annulled. He added that thsy used a very heavy fluid which circulated 
inside a tube, creating a magnetic effect Whcn Hcnrv' beard him speak of 


this, he thought of mercurv'. However, the man told him that this fluid was 
not obtainable on our planet. 

This storv was published in FATE magazine ìn the USA in january' 1993 
and as a resuit of this, í received several letters from people all over the 
world, commenting on this effect. Most of the letters, criticai or 
sympathetic, were fiom scientists Apparently this negation of gravity was 
being experimented with in Finland but the negating cffect did not prove 
strong enough to be of any value. 

Recently, when I was overseas, 1 read a report in THE DAILY 
TELEGRAPH, and have preciscd this for our readers beiovv. How now, 
brovvn cow? 

Gyroscope Propulsion Becomes a Reaiiiy 

(Thc following report is fforn an article in Thc Sunday Telegraph of the 21 31 
September 1997, by Robert Matthews) 

A team of scicntists in Japan círnm to liave found a way of generating ‘anti- 
gravitv ' using a spinning gyroscope. The effect is a íècble one, but the team 
vvorking on ít state that it cannot be explained away as an experimental 
error. This type of claim has been known for about 10 years, hut is fiiled 
with controversy. Aceording to accepted physics, no object can generate 
antr-gravity Anything that couíd reduce gravity would give everyone 
exceptionai strength, so that they could iíft extremely heavy- loads It would 
reduce the necd for huge arnoimrs of fuei which is used to overcome gravity. 

Space exploratíon wouid becomc routine, as there wouid be a reductìon in 
thc need for rocket cngines. In 1996 a Russian scientist, Eugene Podletnov, 
was about ío pubtìsh a paper on an anti-gravity machine in a prestigious 
British joumai, but withdrew it oniy davs before publìcation because of 
patent applications. Nothing has been heard of ít since, aithough NASA is 
supposed to be working on ihis experiment. 

Hideo Hay asaka and colleagucs at Tohoku Umversity in Japan, together 
with Matsnshita, a Japanese Muitinatìonal, is working on anti-gravity 
generated by a small g> roscope. 
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Tlìepnncipie is simple: whcn the gyroscope spins at. 5 8 000 revoiutions pcr 
minute, ìt is put inside an aiitight container arsd falis between tvvo laser 
bearns. TTiese record how iong thc g\Toscope takes to drop 6ft between the 
bcams, Reduction in the strength of gravíty is shown ui íui mcrease in the 
timethe gvTOseope takes to fhil the 6ft. The íeani found ihat the gyroscope 
took 1/25 000 of a second longer to fall when it was spinnmg — an anti- 
gravity eftect of one part in 7 000. The anti-gravity oníy appeared when the 
gyroscope vvas spinning anti-clockwise. 

Some scientists are stili scepticai, and one professor at the ímperiai College. 
London. an experí on gyroscopcs, finds the idea thattìie anti-gravity effcct 
only appears when the gyroscope is spinning in one dircction, suspicious. 
He feels it goes against one's feeiings of hovv thc lavvs of Nature work. 

Hovvcver. at Chnstmas 1951. Hcnry was toid that aì iens (who vvoutd not 
identifỳ’ whcre they originated from) used this racthod to prope! tiieir craflt. 

Sureiy, he could hardly have invented vvhat they toid him? Sadlv. Henry- 
passed away in Spain towards the cnd of 1996 so í cannoí wnte and discuss 
these new developments witii him. But perhaps be knovvs abont it now 
anyway?

1996 TL66 is a frozen piece of icc and rock hurtiing around bevond the 
plaiiel Píuto. tt is an estimated 490 Kms across, much bigger ttian a comct 
or asteroid. aíthough sraalier than Pluto. But the tnie significance of 1996 
TL66 is that its oibit is up to 19,5 bilhon Kms firom the sun, raore than 
three times finther away than Piuto. Which shovvs that our solar systeni is 
iarger than we thought 

Profèssor Martin Duncan of Qucen's University in Kingston, assisled by 
Haroid Levison of the Southwest Research Institutc in Colorado, says that 
TL66 probablv has otber picccs of rock and ìce as its neìghbours — bits of 
which had heiped to crcate Uranus and Neptune. Near Pluto theie is a ring 
of objects called the Kuiper Belt which previously had been considered the 
outer edgc of our solar sy stem. But now we- havc to think dififerently and 
who knows where it wiii ail end

The Voyage of Cassini 

TTie Cassini craft, vvhích vvas launched on thc J3 th of October 1997, is duc 
to make a 4-year journcy to study thc nngs and moons of Satum. lt vviti 
aìso carry a separate probe to study Satum's iargcst moon, Tìtan. Cassini 
\vill pick up speed by making use of the gravitational puil of Venus, Earth 
and Jupiter Cassim is expccted to arrive at Satum in the year 2004. 
Weighíng 12 346 Ibs and tooking soraewhat like a dish, Cassini has a long 
round body made up of many components and standing more than tvvo 
storeys high. Satum has at least 18 major and minor moons of varying 
sizes. tcrram and coìours, 

Cassiní will orbit Satum. obtaín close-up views of the moons, somc 
embedded within the rings surrounding thc planet, and send a probe to 
Titan, the largesí moon, Hopefully, this may hoid ansvvers to some of the 
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mysteries of life’s origins. Cassim's roirnd tnp \ri!í cover more than two 
billion miíes (3,2 billion Ems) 

Scientists are anxious to gct a c!ose-up look at Tìtan, the second-largest 
moon in our solar system, after Jupitcr's Ganvmede. Titan ìs aiso nearìythc 
size of Mars, and íarger than Piuto or Mcrcurv'. It has a thick atmosphere, 
mainlv nitrogen. Its organic chemistn is presumably associated with 
emergence of liiè on Earth. Surface tempcratures are aimosí 3Q0"F below 
zero; a little too cold for your Editors! 

Ncverthsless, this is onc of the most excjting vcntures in recent space 
exploration. 


linknown Star 

In October 1997, astronomers foirnd a previously unknown star, which 
bumed with the brighmess of 10 million suns! 

This star, namedthe Pístol Síar, was identifìed by using NÀSA’s Hubble 
telescope (Incidcntallv, we have heard that míuiy astronomical discoveries 
pin-pointcd bv Hubble, have not al! been revcalcd to thc puhlic. For 
Ufologists such as we are, we wondcr why!). Thc Pistol Star, despite its 
huge mass, cannot be seen from Earth with the naked evc. bccause of 
interstellar dust between Earth and the centrc of the Milky Way But using 
Hubbìe’s Near-Infrarcd Camera and Mutti-Object Spectrometer. it could be 
detccted. Pistol has a radius ofbetween 93 mìiiion and 139,5 millton miles!

A Tíris case íook placc at Rimuka Township Cinema in Kadoma, 
Zimbabwe. It was reported bv Langton Chizinga and occurred m 
February 1997 at about 12:22 am. 

"I was coming from thc cinema, liaving secn tiic fiìm 'FX2', and walking 
home, vvhen I saw somettung strangc in the sky. It was flat at the base and 
had a rounded semicirele at the top. with bright red lights at both ends ofthe 
base. A white light beam flashed fiom the centre of íhe red lights. Iwice as 
bright as a searchlight. Thc objcct was stationary for maybe 40 seconds. 
and was about 8 metres above the ground. I was able to esíimate the height 
because the spot is close to some small and one taller trec. This taU tree is 
approximately 8 metres high and thc craft was bovenng tbere. 

I couíd not hear any noise, but 1 seem to remcmber a hissing sound, 
although it was not a helìcopíer as I knovv heticopíers well. MTat might 
liave been a wmdow was tinted so that l couid not focus inside properlv. 

Then it started to move, but with a speed I am sure it wculd be difficult to 
measure by human standards. It hcaded south directly towards thc stars. 

At first í was aíraid but latei I grcw calmer My happiness comes bccause 
it was harmicss. Now, due to tiiis sighting. I understand that UFOs do exist 
somewhere in th.e skyv’ 


B Pauìinc and her daughter reported this mcident when they wcre living 
in Durban, South Africa sometmie during 1980, Thc second event 
happened when they wcre living in Viy lieid, Natal. 

They wcrc woken one mght in 1980 by a strangc orange glow in their 
rooms. The daughtcr, who was 16 years o!d at the time, was temfíed and 
refused to ìet her mother go out mto the yard to see what was causing the 
ìight. So they stood at the back door of their house and looked oní. 



Thcwhole backyard was bathed m an eeríe glow Pautine says., “I could not 
rno’ve out of tle door as my daughter was hangmg on to me 'Ibe geese and 
our white mastiff dog were glowing orange in this strange lighí and staring 
at llie sky. lt was as bright as daylight outside. but very quiet. As suddenly 
as ìt had become bright, it turned dark agatn.” 

From that day on until tlie dav he dicd. fivc years later. tbe dog suffercd 
from fits — this would happcn several times a monih. He also became 
terrified of lightning and tliey had to let him slecp in the kitchen. 

"Al3 this happened in Durban. The next moniing the newspapers carried a 
ston : about UFOs being sighted in Spain and in Soutb Africa's Drakensberg 
Moitntaíns.” 

Aboutthreeyears later, thefamily movedtoa farmin Vryheid. Natal. Onc 
night at about midmght, Pauíine could bcar the animals outside were very 
restless. She was lying awake in the dark and could sce the sky t'rom where 
she was íying, She saw what looked like a very Jarge síar. but as she 
watched, it gfew bngliter and brighter. She woke her husband to show him 
bui he wasn’t interested in anything like that and promptly went back to 
sleep. 

Not satisfied with her husband’s reaction. Pauiine got up and woke her son 
and a frìend who was staving with Jrrm They came and sat at tiie botíom 
of her bed and watched. The object was evcn ìargcr by this time and began 
to sway froni side to side. ‘Iike a fcather floating to the groundN Pauline 
reports. 

Suddenlv, they saw it pick up speed ;.md shoot off to íiie North towards a. 
mountain range, giving off a trail of light like a rocket. 


C Rcport sent by N Middeldorf of Buìawayo, Zimbabwe 

A beautician working at Haddon & Sly stores in Bulawayo described (with 
some excitement and fcar) how she was, during 1977, walking with a friend 
somc time after 18; 00 hours, whcn thsy saw whát they thought was a plane 
coming towards them. Às it got ncarer, tìrey realised it ccrtainly wasn't a 
plane, as ?t was larger and nrade no sound It looked as though At was 
made of glass". It had a gíow to it íirrd they were about to move back 
through fear, when the object turned to onc sidc. At this stage thcy noticed 
a liglit which was gomg on and off - perlraps pulsating? - and then it shot off 
at high speed and vanished. 

Comment: This could have beeir an aircraft coming into tand at Bulawayo 
Airport. Often when on-facing aircraft are seen, thc noise is bclrind the 
plane and not beard by the obscn er, ÀIso. flashing wing lìghts are visible 
all tlrrougir the flight and identification wtll depend on light colours. The 
puzzlmg factor in tìiis rcport is tìie 'made of gíass' appcarance of the craft. 
(This is a not uncommon factor when reporting UFOs — tbe transparency 
ofthe craft. See UFO AFRtNEWS N°s 6 and 8.j 


D This evení occurred on September 1 l th , 1997 in Glenara Avcnue, 
Harare. Zimbabwe 

Barrv^ Smith saw a flashing white light moving ver\' fast (estimated as 4000 
kph). ít was sighted from Gicnara Avenue, going towards Hararc Arrport. 
and altlrougli planes are often scen on tbis route. this object was moving too 
fast. 

Barry stoppai his car and watched the object nrove towards Westgate 
shopping compíex Latcr, bc saw 1 1 again, but on this occasion it was using 
double flashes. Thc lights resembled a spotlight: vcry bright but not big. 

Coaiment: ít couid havc been a sateiiìte. There are at present some 3000 
knovm satellìtes orbiting tire Earth. Distances and speed are often deceptíve 
at great heights. 
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E This report coines from Des Carter (pseudonym) who witnessed the 
cvent near Banket, Zimbabwe at J 9:30 hours on August 30 th , Í997. 

He says: '"At 19:30,1 was sitting on the terrace outsidc my home in Goíd 
Dust Township, Mazvikadei Dam, near Banket f was about to liave dumer 
cutside with my wife and mother-in-Iaw. Thc night was dear. From the 
terrace, therc ís agood view of the dam to the north and west." 

Des was seated fooking west when suddenìy he saw, at a 45 ° angie, a large 
bright candie-flame showing a yeliow light. ít was circuíar m shape and 
there was distinct movement within tlie circle of light. Des drew fùs wife's 
and mother-in-Jaw's attention to this; they were both abie to scc it, 

fnitiaily, thc light was stationary for a minute or tvvo; then it moved sfowfy 
downwards in an easíerly direction. for about threc seconds, then changed 
to a westerly direction, still moving slowly (also for about thrce seconds). 
ìt then accelerated without auy noise, at a great specd, to the west, and 
disappeared in a furtherthree or four seconds. 

Des has promised to check with othcr Mazvikadei resideuts to sec if thev 
saw anyihing. 

The main witness is 58 vears ofd, an ex-policeman and used to factual 
reporting. He is backed by his wife and hcr motfier on this report. 

Subsequetitly, Des teiephoned the Editors to say tliat on the sanie uight, 
Augusí 30* some Zimbabweans físhing at Cabora Bassa Dam in 
Mogambique, had seen the samc íype of light in the sky ovcr the dam. 


F Adam and Dorotliy sent in this story, which was witnessed at Chete 
Gorgc, Lake Kariba, Zimbabwe on Àugust 29*, 1997 at about 23:45 
hours. There were 8 othcr witnesses. 

Thc witnesses reported seeing strange lìghts over Chete Gorge on the 
Zambezi Rivcr. There vvere quite a number of pcopfe, both South Africans 
and Zimbabweans, on a chartered houscbatt anchored in the Gorgc. Adam 


thought thc lights looked likc ‘an arrowhead fonnation ' fMaria Sullìvan 
felt that this descriptioii could refer to a trianguìar shape. | 

Dorotliy saw 7 lights, vvith two ìarge ones in the front; to her, they iooked 
fikc rockets. Two other peoplc savv betvveen 5 and 7 lights. The fact thaí 
the number of hghts varied from one witness to anotlier is not uncommon 
as it is difficuit to ascertam numbers at a distance and at mght. 

The objects fìew north itito Zambia. The vvhoie sighting took about 15 
seconds. Adam sasd that he was waitìng for comments and a dravving frorn 
his family in South Africa and woutd lct us have these when received. 

Comnient: A few years ago, thc llmted States revealed that they had a 
swept-back-wing craft (thc Steaith Bombcr) and immediately, the sceptics 
used this as an cxcuse to identiíy evcry triangular-shaped UFO síghting as 
‘The Stealth'. It is tme that it has accounícd for numerous sightings, but 
ceríainlv not alì of them, The Stealth is not. 500 ft (152.40m) wíde 
freported on February 18*, 1992 by a govemment Archives researcher in 
Ballarat, Áustralia, at 20:40 hours. Source: Paul Norman|. Nor can it 
hover for minutes at a time (Beigian UFO in the 1990s). 

The other ' sccrei’ craft developed by ihc USA is the Aurora, which fìies, 
reportedly. at 8000 Km per hour and reaches its furthest point from take 
offi m three hours — thus it could arcumnavigatc the world in six hours — 
a bit up on Round thc Worid in 80 Days?! 


G Malcobn Brown (pseudonym) iitformed us of this occurrence vvhich 
bappcned on August 29*, 1997 at Mana Pools, on tlie Zambezi River 
at about 23:30 hours, There vvcre tvvo other witnesses 

Malcoím iivcs m Harai'e. Zimbabvve. On this occasion he was camping 
with tvvo friends in the Mana Pools area. August 29* was a Friday. That 
night. around 23:30 or 23:45 hours, vvhen Maìcolm vvas brushing his tccth 
out in the open, ready to go ío bed, he had a teeling that something was 
behind him. 
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Whcn hc íumed round to iook. he saw somethjng in íhe sky, He could not 
discem an outline, but had the idea that it was somethmg extremely iarge 
Hc rioticcd two lights: thev were an orangey-yellow colour, like a candle 
flame. The Iights shone down towards the west of wheré he stood, with an 
extremdy brìght tight, 

Malcohn ealled his íriends ; Raiph and Nikk.i r to come and have a look, 
basicalíy bccausc hc wanted codfirmation of what he was secing. 

The object bovered m the sky at about a 45° angle from where Malcolm 
watcíied. He esti mated tìmt it was about 5Q metres awa>' from him and 200- 
300 meírcs higfa. Àfter hovenng, it began to move in a north-easfcerly 
directíon for probabìy 10 mctres (atthc samc 45° anglo); tlien paused for 
2-3 seconds and 'adjusted itself and then gradually vvent ofT m a north- 
eastefly direction over the Zambian border, before dísappearing, 

The tvvo bright lights ìctì a pathway in the sky thaí was qiute distmct, 
almost as if onc had a torch and shone it in the sky. The night w as clear but 
cxtremelv dark (it was a waníng inoon, with the new moon occurring on 
Septeinber 3 fd ). Thc path of the líght was plainly visibSc for some miniítes. 
Nikki confírmed that thcse Ughí trails stretchcd right aeross the sky and 
remamed tbere tbr about fíve minutes To her. it iooked Uke a vapour trai! 
(do these show at night?) but obvioush a lot lower; the same veHowish 
colour as the líghts themseìvcs. 

^Malcohn saw only two bright lights'? Nikki saìd. 'Vhereas ! saw another 
three, mijch smailer. The\ T looked likc stars, but thc same orangey colour 
as thc larger tvvo, "Thcy moved m imison and whatever it was, must have 
been absolutely huge! The smaHer lights were just beíotv thc bíg íights? 

Malcolm said he noíicet! that when the Jights shone down, it ivas as clear as 
day light on tlic ground “This bnghtncss ìs what initiaHy amazed me"? 
Malcolm said, 'T told myself, Tm not just seemg things: I also noticcd that 
thcre wa$ no sound involvcd, cvcn when the object took off and moved. 

It didrft seem to take off in a hurrv T : it moved gently but it was definitely 
picking up speed bccause ìt disappcarcd so quiekly. Às it moved, the two 
large lights tumed to rcd a$ it gol further avvay, and ít w'asn’t very long 
bcfòre ìt was completely out of sight. so it was moving fast! ?1 


Nikki pointed out tliat tìic object seemed to remam at a constant aJtitude, 
When askcd íf they bad felt anything, physical or otherwise. Malcolm said 
lie felt overwhelmed b> tíic síze of whatever it was, Nikkr said she cried; it 
was emotionaíiy disturbing for hcr Both witnesscs said there was no 
unusual smell aiidtlie silcncc was absolute, even the animal sounds stopped, 
althougli they had noticcd tiicm before, Thc vvhole timc period for the 
sighting wns over 30-45 seconds, Malcoìm confírmed 

Tbc followíng day Malcolm went to where the lights had becn shming on thc 
groimd, ligliting up about an acre. to see if thc objecl Iiad bcen trying to 
observe something But he found nothing there: no bum iuaiks on the grass 
nor anything hke that. He addcd that the beam of hght ffom the crafì. shone 
straight down; it wasn’t as though they were searching for anythmg. it was 
just a direct beam and a floodlit area on the ground. In other words. a 
concentrated beam pointing to rhe ground, not like a cone of iight. 

Malcoim felt that the diameter of cacli hght was about a half-metre across. 
and the two were somc tìve metres apart, fíxed in posítion. The lights were 
èxceptionally bright, Malcolm said. W I could see as though it was davUght. 
But quite unlike aeroplane lights - they were extremeíy large at sourcc." 

As a result of his sighting. Malcotm was contacted by another man to say 
that his cousm Chrís 3iad been out hunting on that Friday night (Áugust 29 lh ? 

1997) in the Donia farming area, vvhich is in the Mtiangura area. Cliris had 
aiso seen tlte lights but at 23:00 hours, half an hour earlier than Malcolm 
and hís two companioos rcporrcd seeing thcm. 

Comment: Wfaulst ít is not our intention to make somethìng big of 
unidentified iights in the sky ? we do tiy and featurc these reports - where 
thore is real snbstance to them - so that pcrhaps somc may be ideuoficd at 
a later stage, cvcn ìf tìie e\ r ent only has a simpíe explanation.

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ROSWELL CRASH 

New Mexico, USA, 1947 

A UFO is alleged to Iiave crashed in Roswell in Jime/July 1947, which 
appears to have ushered ui tite modem UFO syndrome. Às we fecl sure 
ev'eryone involved with UFOs ís familiar with this incident, wc won't go ínto 
the background of the storv , Should any reader not be aware of what is 
supposed to have happened thcre. picase write to Roswell UFO 
AFRINEWS, Box MP49. Mt Plcasant, Harare, Zimbabwe enclosing a 
s.a.e. and we wtil send you, for no charge. a brief précis of what is reportcd 
to havc happened. 

Shortly after a broadcast acknowledging that a UFO had crashed. the story 
was denied by the Army Air Force. saying that it was a Raudive Balloon 
which had been mistaken for an cxtratcrrestrial craft 

Subsequently, when thc Roswell storv became hot news with Ufologists. 
the miíitaiy admitted that the ‘Raudivc BaJloon’ explanatìon liad not been 
the ínith, but that it was a Mogut Baltoon, a top-secret device for deíecting 
Russian nuclcar explosions during thc Cold War period. 

Otie other idcntifìcation that many overlooked - also made officiafty - was 
thal the Rosweìl crash couid have been a Japanese 'smallish' bomb sent 
ovcr from Japan. probablv in early 1945, to create some sort of fear and 
havoc among the Amencan people. Tliese bombs dnfted with the wind and 
could possibly have taken 24 months to reach the American mainland. The 
reason for this identífìcation is that the I-beams in the crash material, shovvn 
to a 12-year-oId (at thc time) Dt Marcel by his father, Jesse MarceJ (a 
Major in the Army Air Force) had sírange writing on thcrn. which thc 
authorities tried to say was some íbrm of Japanese scrípt. 

More recentlv, this year (1997) the US govemment again revised their 
description. stating that they fthe alleged hodies found at thc crash] were 
'high altitude test dummies of 6’3" men, droppcd by parachute near 
Roswell, to test a new development in parachutmg men to Earth.’ This 
statement was denígratcd even by Philip Klass. an acknowledged UFO 
sccptic. who said thedummies only onginatcd m J 953. whereas the RosweU 


crash occurrcd m I c í47. Àlso, aí! reports of recovcred bodies at Roswell 
pojnted to smaíl humanoids of about 4fì. in height: nothing ìike 6*3” 
dummics 

By the time of this contession, even thc Ámcricans had become sceptical of 
official explanatìons and íìus last exptauatìon was meí at thc recent 
MUFON Confcrencc with raucous iaughtert 

To comc to íerms with their evasive expianations': isn't it time the United 
States govemment admit that they too don't reallv know whafs going on?

The body parts taken inciuded the animals’ tongues, which 
mggests to mc that NSiieitt Vulcaif is rcsponsíbíe and may even use those 
parts in cloning technology ofíhose aJiens re: species of cattle on auother 
planet. (our cattle!) 

What 1 wouíd like to leam froin you is have there bccn any "unusual" animal 
deatlis repoited etther domestíc cattle or w ìld iife i.n thc Nature Rcscrvcs of 
your country whcn it was obvìous to the reporter/vctennarian or game park 
warderis that the carcases looked suspicious írom either natural causcs or 
poachers as suck?

Not for one moment do we accept that the craft sccn ovcr Kariba on íhe 
níght of I4 Lh Scptember 1994 was an American Stealth Bomber. We had 
dozcns of witnesses who claimcd the craft was flyijig slowly enough for 
them to waik along vvith it; ìt appcarcd to be on fire and camc in ven low 
ovcr Harare. Àll the descriptions either fitted that of the cjcctcd Russian 
nose conc, or the unjdentifícd crafì which appeared ío resemble a Boeing 
737 (íione were in thc arca at tlie timeí). 

Wc have had no animai mutilations ìn Zimbabwe as far as wc know 
(checked with vetcrinarians) and thc only mutilation wc know of wàs the 


ham-stringing of prizc bulls during the War of Libcration (from approx. 
1972-1980), None ofíhe Wild Life Wardcns have repoited any wiíd animal 
mutílation dcaths other than tìiose of poachmg. 

We had no 'niissing pcrson' repoits in tbc Kariba area in Septcmber 1994 
(maybe a couple of husbands who disappeared from the rural areas to the 
fancy lìghts of thc main urban sectors! — Ed.] 


BOOK REVIEW 

UFO DANOER ZONE 

by Bob Pratt, Published Horns House Press, 1997 

(Obtainabb from Àrcturus Book Servìccs, 1443 S E Port St Lucie Blvd, 
Port Sí Lueic, FL 34952, USA. Price US$15,95) 

ì have known Bob Pratt for a number of y ears and am aware of his intense 
mteresí in UFOs ín Brasil, He vísits ílrnt country as often as hc can - 
generaliy once a year - so thar tiis research is first-hand and nox gairsed from 
someone eíse’s notes or bush-bashing. A lot of his travellmg in reccnt yeaj s 
has been with Cynthia Luce, a personal fríend of mine; an Ameriean lady 
who íives in Brasil and spcaks Portuguese flucntíy. 

Thìs ycar, Bob asked me if í wouldnf jom the two of them on thcir 
investigations and much as 1 would have loved doing so, 1 was far too 
mvoh ed with travelling round the USA, Great Britain. Canada and Israel. 

I know 7 tliat Homs House Press have already said pubíicíy that Bob Pratt f s 
book is the fastest seller tlie> r have cver produced Having now read the 
book and realised how mnnv risks Bob took to obtain all thc information he 
has. I can onlv concur w ith vvhat the publishers say and add my own, 'Tm 
not surprisedr 
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Some of the stones are aimost líobclicvabíc, but biawíng Bob íbr the 
íhoroughuess and the honcsh ofhis mvestigations, 1 can vouch tor the trutli 
of his cascs. If anyone is having anvone on. tlien ìt is thc witncsses 
themsdves; which is hardl> iikely as the majority are fairlv unsophisticated 
peasants who have nothiug to gain by misrepresenting the facts. 

The book is wiitten ìn the easiìy readable sty le that ís the hailniark of the 
good joumalíst and experìenced editor (which Bob certainly is). Thc one 
factor 1 admire above all others m his serious invesligatíon is tliat Bob 
foílows up the onginal report: and checks this out as much as he can, even 
over apenod of years. 

To rcveaì aìl the síories would bc taníamount to piccising the book wlnch 
is not my intention. But sorne of them are truly hair-raísíng and omittmg 
mentíon ofthem seems almost a sacrilcge. I reaJísc onJy too weJl that some 
TTO reports are so bízarre that peopíe actually react to thcm eìthcr with 
hystcna or totaì disbelief. But what does onc do? Lie bccause it is too way 
out for thc averagc uninitiated to accept? Or teíi the tnith and risk the 
dismíssaì of the story as a total fantasy? Somc of Bob Prart's cases might 
íaìJ into this categoryy bnt there ís no doubt that hc is reporting thcm as they 
were told ro ìiírrr and for wMch he ohtaincd objective corroboration. 

Here is a typicaí example: 

Moiscs was a simple fanncr until onc mght rctummg homc from a visit to 
liis broíhcr’s housc, he saw a flash of lighi out of thc corner of his eye. 
Within seconds, 4 something’ was above him and the hght vvas so bríght that 
he had to shade lns eyes. He was paralyzed ímmediately and it became vcry 
hot Then he felt hc was bcmg sucked up into a crafì abovc him which 
secmed as íarge as a house, Moises tMnks he was suspended there for about 
fìve minutes and then let dovvn gcntly. 

He began crawling towards hìs home and wlien he rcached a tree, hc rested 
for a bit. He tben decidcd to go oiu but as he came out from the other side 
of thc tree. he couíd sce the craíì liad rctumcd and was hovcring abovc hun. 
Àgam he was paralyzed and again ’they' pulìed him upwards. Moises 
tliought they hdd him for about 15 minutes this tiinc; thcn thcy dropped him 
roughly to the ground 


ín great pain and terror that they míght icturn a riiird timc, Moises crawled 
home as fest as he couJd. Later. whcn he was able to speak to his w'ífe, he 
looked out of thc front wìndow and savt the Jight above the church swinging 
ìike apendulum His left eye had swoílen and he had difficulty in seeing out 
of it: it took wccks before h.e rccovered eoinplctcìy. 

fìob has had many adveiitures, In the late 70s and in i 98 L hc hired a smalJ 
plane and pilot, and flew into manv inaccessible parts of Brasil. 
Occasionaiìy there was not cvcn a landing strip and thcy uscd roadways and 
evcn a smaJI path. I’m sure thcrc were times whcn Bob tJiouglit his Jast 
momcnt Iiad comc, Ànd when one thinks ofhow most investigaíors operate. 
those of you vvho do it m style can only admire Bob and his associates. 
Some of the most convincing parts of íhe book are when Bob writes of 
Major (later Lt.Col.) tJyrange Hollanda and the soldicrs under his 
eommand. If tlie Brasiíian govemment fe.lt thal UFOs and their associatcd 
side eífects werc so much rubbísh, how come they could spare a Major plus 
sevcral troops to ímck down and protect their people Ifom these objects?
